Aerospace has no 
thaniware™ production responsibilities, As of March 1, 
1661, Aerospace employed some 2,100 personnel of whom 
approximately 440 are members of its selentifise and 
technical staff.

discussed in detail by the Under Secretary of the Air 
Forse om May 6, 1940, befere the Holifield Comittee.

Anong the program in wilch Aereapace is currently 
engaged are: SAMOS, MIDAS, DISCOVERER, BERCUNY (NASA), 
ADVENT (ARMY), TEANSIT (NAVY), DYHASOAR, SAINT, and 
VELA (ARPA), The corporation has been able to attract 
top sclentific and technical talent and is providing 
the Air Force with the recuired acientific assistance 
in our highest national priority prograrcs.

was formed as a result. Apprexisately a year and a half 
later, Mitre responsibility wee broadened to inclisie 
techriical ami sclentifie support of the newly established 
Air Foree Cemmand and Control Division, now renamed 
Rlectronic Systems Division, This new division was assigned 
responsibility for develeping complete new command and 
control systems, a¢ well aa contimiuing with the original 
air defense responaibilitiss. 


Since its formition the Eitre Gerporation has assisted the 
Air Forse in resolving the complex technical problens 
associated with integration of individual components into 

the overall Horth Anerican Air Defense System, Hore 

recently it has been equally effective in providing eclentific 
assistame in the review and evaluation of technical propasals 
submitted by imtustry in connection with various command and 
sentrol systems. It hag further provided the necessary 
selentific assistance in the joint Alr Force-Pederal Aviation 
Ageney program to investigate the possibility of weing SAGE 
for aircraft traffie control.

STL is a private corporation urdier contract to the Air Forse primarily 
to provide, under Air Force control and supervision, detailed systens 
engineering and technieal direction for the Atlas, Titan, and Hingwteman 
missile programs, STL and its parent corporation, TRY, cannot produce 
any “hardware for programe In which STL has syetema engineering ard 
technical direction responsibility. As of 1 Jarmary 1961, STL employed 
3,283 personnel, of whom 1,330 were members of its selentifie and tech 
nical staff. 


STL ig an outgrowth of the Ramo-Yooldridge Corporation, which was 
organimed in 1954 to bring together an umsually competent group of 
scientists and engineers, capable of assisting the Air Fores in systems 
analysis, ari the supervision of research and development pheees of high 
national priority ICBM programs, With the advent of Aerospace, in 190, 
many of STL'a functions were transferred to that corporation in an orderly 
wamer, These functions were primarily in the areas of space systens 

art future missile systems. Te aveid program disruption, howaver, STL 

is still retaining ite role in comection with Atlas, TMten and Kimitemen 
Sissile systema. 


STL'a contribution to the ballistic missile program can hardly be over~ 
estimated. The rapid achievement of operational status in the Thor 
amd Atlas programs is tangible evidenve of the outstanding results 
attained. Ag the Holifield Committee reported after its authoritative 
survey of the Air Force missile program management? 


"From the performance standpoint, Ramo-Wooldridge (STL) along with 
BHD, ean point to the fact that they Theat the clock? and surpriged 
many experts in getting operable Atlases and Thors from factory to
